Organized labor, after 25 years of growth, has 
been 
shrinking lately, the Bureau of Labor Statistics reports. I'he 
drop amounted to 400.000 m embers from 1050 to 1058, and 
300,000 of these were in the white-collar category. 
The B L S didn’t offer any reason for the drop, and the o b­ 
vious ones doesn’t seem to hold water. The McClellan Com­ 
m ittee’s revelations couldn’t have had much to do with it 
because T eam ster membership grew despite the sordid rec­ 
ord. Recession might be suspected, but other recessions pro­ 
duced m em bership increases. 
It could be that labor organizations, which 1 ik** to deem 
them selves “progressive,” have fallen behind the times. 
Today's employee, a well-educated homeowner more often 
than not, is likely to be repelled at the prospect of enlistment 
in violent and w asteful strikes, or even of enlistment in 
a raucous picket line. He may find laughable the old warm­ 
ed over “class str u g g le ” slogans. 
He is unlikely to be fooled by union demands for “ human 
dignity” for members, when so many unions treat members 
not as associates but as captives of the unions the\ nipport 
with their dues. 
He is apt to he resentful ol union partisan policies, which 
in some instances goes so far as to force member campaign 
contributions, and in others to deny members their rights us 
citizens to take any political position they choose. He may be 
tired of union insistence that government spend even more, 
and thus tax a w a y more of what the members need for their 
families.

to being “organized.” Dr. George Odiorne, director of the 
University of Michigan Bpreau of Industrial Relations, re­ 
ports the unions are losing other support. 
Their “old friends, the eggheads,” are cooling to the solid­ 
arity idea, he says. The reason seems to he that the intellec­ 
tuals are aw akening to the fact that unskilled and semi­ 
skilled unionists are able to force our society to yield pay 
rates out of proportion to the contributions they make to 
it.

Washington—Far too few people 
in the United States realize that the 
Government’s indebtedness now to­ 
tal.- nearly $750 billion. 
This startling information is be­ 
ing circulated 
far and 
wide 
by 
Maurice H. Stans. Director of the 
Budget Bureau, who urges a vig­ 
orous campaign against wasteful 
spending and for increased fiscal 
responsibility. 
His picture of the Government’s 
financial situation shows this: 
$290 billion — national debt. 
$350 billion —- future obligations 
for past services. 
$98 billion — commitments for 
future spending 
S738 billion — total. 
This huge indebtedness is one of 
the reasons why the congressional 
economy bloc is urging a 
grass­ 
roots uprising against unnecessary 
spending in an effort to ward off 
further inflation and to increase the 
chances for tax reform legislation. 
At the present time. Congress is 
acting (in ’he Eisenhower Adminis­ 
tration’s budget proposals for the 
next fiscal year starting on July 1. 
Spending is estimated at $79 8 bil­ 
lion and revenue at S84 billion. 
Economy advocates think that a 
substantial reduction can be made 
in the spending total without injury 
to the defense program or to a n y 
e ,-ential Government function. 
A $3,358 million cut in non-mili­ 
tary expenditures is advocated by 
the National Association of Manu­ 
facturers. 
An added reason for a campaign 
for Government economy is 
the 
fact that the spending trend, unless 
effectively 
resisted, 
is definitely 
upward — owing to the strenuous 
activities by the Big Spenders in 
Congress. 
Opposes Confiscatory 
Taxation 
Rep. 
Curtis 
(RMo.L 
believes 
that it is ‘‘politically immoral and 
fiscally uneconomic” for the Fed­ 
eral 
Government 
to 
confiscate 
more than 49 per cent of income 
earned by taxpayers.

Ways and Means Committee 
and 
ranking House Republican on the 
Joint Economic Committee, said in 
a Washington address:

ment.” 
He pointed out that the United 
States has now- reached the point 
where federal state and local gov­ 
ernment spend approximately one- 
third of the net national product. 
He added that, in the

years, tax policy has thwarted ec­ 
onomic growth instead of contribu 
ting to the achievement of a dy­ 
namic America. 
This arises, he 
asserted, 
from 
the fact that tax decisions have 
been made by default rather than 
with considered doliberateness as 
the nation followed the course of 


expediency without dealing with 
tax issues with courage and forth­ 
rightness

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Organized labor, a tte r 25 years of growth, has 
been 
shrinking lately, the Bureau of Labor Statistics reports. Tho 
drop amounted to 400.000 members from 1956 to 1958, and 
300,000 of these were in the white-collar category. 
The BLS didn't offer any reason for the drop, and the ob­ 
vious ones doesn’t seem to hold water. The McClellan Com­ 
mittee’s revelations couldn’t have had much to do with it 
because Teamster membership grew despite the sordid rec­ 
ord. Recession might be suspected, but other recessions pro­ 
duced membership increases. 
It could be that labor organizations, which like to deem 
themselves “ progressive,” have fallen behind the times. 
Today’s employee, a well-educated homeowner more often 
than not, is likely to he repelled at the prospect of enlistment 
in violent and wasteful strikes, or even of enlistment in 
a raucous picket line. He may find laughable the old warm ­ 
ed over “class struggle” slogans. 
He is unlikely to lie fooled by union demands for "human 
dignity” for members, when so many unions treat members 
not as associates but as captives of the unions they support 
with their dues. 
He is apt to be resentful of union partisan policies, which 
in some instances goes so far as to force member campaign 
contributions, and in others to deny members their rights as 
citizens to take any political position they choose. He may be 
tired of union insistence that government spend even more, 
and thus tax away more of what the members need for their 
families.

Washington—Far too few people 
in the United States realize that the 
Government’s indebtedness now to. 
tats nearly $750 billion. 
This startling information is be­ 
ing circulated far and 
wide by 
Maurice H. Stans, Director of the 
Budget Bureau, who urges a vig­ 
orous campaign against wasteful 
spending and for increased fiscal 
responsibility, 
His picture of the Government’s 
financial situation shows this: 
$290 billion — national debt. 
$350 billion — future obligations 
for past services. 
$98 billion — commitments for 
future spending 
$738 billion — total. 
This huge indebtedness is one of 
the reason* why the congressional 
economy bloc is urging a grass. 
roots uprising against unnecessary 
spending in an effort to ward off 
further inflation and to increase the 
chances for tax reform legislation. 
At the present time. Congress is 
acting on the Eisenhower Adminis­ 
tration's budget proposals for the 
next fiscal year starting on July I. 
Spending is estimated at $79 8 bil­ 
lion and revenue at S84 billion. 
Economy advocates think that a 
substantial reduction can be made 
in the spending total without injury 
to the defense program or to any 
e "ential Government function, 
A $3,358 million cut in non-mili­

Washington — When Adam Clay­ 
ton Powell’s income tax trial open 
ed in New York, the Federal court­ 
room was crowded with minister* 
of tile gospel who had come to de­ 
fend and help their Congressional 
colleague who is pastor of the lar­ 
gest Baptist church in the world. 
But as the Government prosecu­ 
tor recited the details of Powell’* 
luxurious living — two boats, three 
cars <a Caddis. Jaguar, and Chry­ 
sler', two servants, 
two 
homes 
(one in Mount Vernon. N Y., the 
other in Washington, tho gathering 
of preachers 
gradually 
melted 
away. 
What seemed to sour them most 
was the charge that the handsome 
Congressman 
from 
Harlem 
had 
tried to deduct from hts taxes a 
total of $757 for clerical garb as 
pastor of the Abyssinian Baptist 
Church. T bs seemed far too much 
to his tax adviser. Jam es WL John­ 
son, who persuaded Powell to re­ 
duce the deduction to $237. 
The government prosecutor char­ 
ged. 
however, 
that 
the 
real 
amount should have been $2 37, 
that actually Powell only spent 
52 37 for some button inutile back 
collar*. 
The Congressman from Harlem 
has been raising part of his de 
fease 
money by 
appeals 
made 
through Negro churches in Har­ 
lem 
It now looks as if he may 
have difficulty getting the coop­ 
eration of his fellow preachers in 
raising more 
At the end of th'* 
first two weeks of court room pro 
ceedings. however, Powell told the 
Dress that hi-- defense funds are 
running out and ho is considering 
a new drive for funds to be or­ 
ganized under the direction of his 
assistant pastor 


Reluctant 
Witness 
One of the most important wit­ 
nesses in the Powell trial has been 
Miss Hattie Dodson, secretary to 
the Congressman 
in Washington, 
herself sentenced to four months 
for Income tax evasion in 1956 
Part of the deal by which Powell, 


the most powerful 
Democrat 
in 
Harlem, came out for Eisenhower 
in 1956. was that Mrs Dodson be 
released as soon as jiossible from 
the Alderson, W, Va., penitentiary 
for women. 
Mrs Dodson became eligible for 
parole on Sept. 25. 1956. and on 
the very same day her hearing 
was held and parole granted. There 
was not one single day’s delay. 
On Oct. 17, 1956. just before the 
presidential election, the political­ 
ly minded Justice Department car­ 
ried out the White Hou^e Agree­ 
ment with Powell to the very let­ 
ter and released Mrs. Dodson on 
parole. 
Since then Mrs. Dodson and her 
husband, both working for Powell, 
have reversed their positions. When 
she went to prison, her husband 
was put on Powell’s Congressional 
payroll. Previously he had been 
(illy on the payroll of the Abys 
sinian Baptist Church as Minister 
of Music. Now she is on the Abys­ 
sinian Baptist payroll as secretary 
and 
business 
manager 
of 
the 
church, while her husband remains 
on both payrolls. 
Poor Memory 
On the wittiest stand 
in 
New 
York, Mrs Dodson did not have as 
easy a time at* she did with the 
parole board in Alderson. W. Va. 
But government attorneys also 
had a hart time with her. She had 
a very bad memory, On the first 
day her memory seemed moder­ 
ately good 
But after spending a 
night away from court with time 
to refresh her memory. Mrs, Dod­ 
son came back w-ith literally no 
memory at all 
It had been re­ 
freshed in Powell’s favor. 
Time after time as the govern­ 
ment questioned her, Mr> Dodson 
w-ouifi fumble through records for 
IO to 15 minutes before answering: 
"I don’t remember. It could have 
happened, but I don’t rem em ber.” 
She could not even remember 
several changes in 
Powell’s tax 
returns made in her own handwrit, 
ing 
Despite her repeated "don t re­ 


m embers." however, the govern­ 
ment has developed quit an ar­ 
ray of Powll’s personal expenses 
subsequently transferred to the tax 
deductible column. Thus payments 
to Rardi’s Restaurant, the Embers. 
Clro’s in Hollywood. 21. the Plaza 
and Ambassador Hotels were tran­ 
sferred from the column headed 
"amusements” to a column head­ 
ed "Publicity and Advertising." 
Also transposed were items to 
taling $255 05 for whisky, while all 
"pharm acy" charges were direct­ 
ed bv Powell to be placed under 
a column headed "Hair and Cos­ 
metics” to be deducted from the 
income of Powell’s 
wife, 
singer 
Hazel Scott. 
Another series of deductible ex­ 
pense items was labeled "Music, 
Books. Education, Riverdale." Un­ 
der this, tuition fees and book* 
for Powell’s son, "Skipper,” were 
deducted at the fashionable River­ 
dale School. 
Also deductible under the head­ 
ing. "Charity, Church, and dues." 
were Powell’s magazines plus $100 
for the Democratic State dinner in 
New York, plus contributions to 
various political clubs. The inter­ 
esting fact was that the Congress­ 
man listed all these items in a 
personal memo to Mrs. Dodson 
directing her to transfer them. 
Just how the 
government 
got 
memos no one in Internal Revenue 
is saying. However, the Congress­ 
man from Harlem meticulously die 
tated directions to his secretary 
on a recording machine, and they 
were then transcribed 
This would anticar to be ironclad 
evidence that the Congressman did 
direct changes in the income tax 
returns for himself and his wife, 
and highlights more clearly than 
ever the pull Powell had with the 
White House and the Justice De­ 
partment when the latter directed 
the Assistant U. S. 
Attorney 
in 
New York. Thomas Bolan. to side­ 
track the grand jury w-hich waa 
bent on indicting him.
